The gallery, according to ancient 
tradition, Is haunted by the ghost of 
Catherine Howard, one of Henry VIITs 
six wtvqg, who was Imprisoned there. 
History,tells that she escaped from 
confinement while the king was pray­ 
ing, in his private chapel, and that her 
flight was discovered by the court 
guards, who dragged her screaming to 
the king.

These different bats range In 
size from small bats, with a wing 
spread of six inches, up to very large 
bats, with a* witqp spread of from 28 
to 80 inches,** 
People In the United States, where 
bats are comparatively rare animals, 
have no idea of the variety and abun­ 
dance of them lh such a place as 
Jamaica, or of the important economic 
value of the bet. They are either in­ 
ject eating or feed on fruits. The in­ 
sect-eating variety are small for the 
most part, and have considerable 
value as Insect destroyers. The$ feed 
on mosquitoes and orf a great variety 
of winged insect life, many of which 
are obnoxious to man or injurious to 
agrietó ture.

Engineers Report Immense Quantities 
Available in the Southwest Part 
of the Country. 


Mining engineers have reported to 
the Australian government that Im­ 
mense quantities of iron ore are avail­ 
able at Yampi sonnd, In southwest 
Australia.

ital of the British colony of Ashan- 
tiland: 
At the present day Coomnsslo look* 
more like an Indian town than nay 
ofher on the coast, and It Is the pride 
of its bowl dents that socially it Is also 
like India. There are real grass tennis 
courts, a real regimental band, and, 
before the war, thef£ was the best 
t*Ol© team |n the coíony. Such It Is 
today, and yet. only twenty years ago, 
the quaint little fort In the center of 
the town was the scene of one of the 
grimmest sieges of Britain’s many 
frontier wars. 
Only the fact that all eyes were 
turned on South Africa at that time 
prevented the siege of Ooomassie from 
taking its proper place to history. But 
we who have experienced the incon­ 
veniences and discomforts of trekking 
**de luxe,” and who knows how much 
is needful In this part of the world 
to make life even bearable, can appre­ 
ciate somewhat the sufferings borne 
by the defenders Of the fort and the 
agonizing suspense that they endured 
until they heard the first shots of the 
relieving force. 
The chief commissioner of Ashanti 
now lives in the fort which gave Its 
meager protection to Captain Bishop, 
Lieutenant Ralph and Dr. Hay, «1th 
their 125 soldiers, during those Inter­ 
minable weeks. One now has on eve­ 
ning gin and bitters on the very «pot 
from which those three officers could 
see the fires of burning villages and 
hear tfce wailing of starring women 
and children. The Ashantis themselves 
seem to have shot their last bolt In 
the way of “frightfulness,” however, 
and no longer rank among the brave 
tribes of the colony. Only one trace 
of the romance of the past remains. 
~ Where Is the golden stool of Ash­ 
anti? It disappeared in 1896 and has 
never been seen since. On It the Ash­ 
anti chiefs had sat and dispensed their 
own peculiar form of justice from the 
earliest days and, so fur as Is known, j 
it Is still concealed In the innermost 
recesses of their land. But It would 
be a brave Eucopvwu gjho, Openly nt 
tempted to track It to Its hiding place, 
a ml there it Just a possibility that It 
has been privately sold during a period 
of tlminclal stress. 
Kofe Knrlkari, the King of Asbantl 
In 1873, behaved In an even more sac­ 
rilegious manner. Ifh secretly opened 
the mausoleum of his ancestors and 
robbed their bodies of the golden or­ 
naments without which no Ashanti a# 
any means Ü ever towered Into the 
i VPfiwpg 
It wonhl never have been discov­ 
ered had not the lynx eyes of the 
queen-mother observed that the fa­ 
vorite wives of the king were inexpli­ 
cably wearing rings and bracelets of 
antique workmanship. A little Inves­ 
tigation and she denounced him pub­ 
licly. 
An admission of his guilt was the 
only thing left for King Kofe. He had 
sold the major proportion of his plun­ 
der, so he magntloquently Informed 
his chiefs that he Intended to Mow 
himself and them up with gunpowder 
In oixier to obliterate his Míame. “We 
are quite ready to die as you request/' 
was their reply, “but blow yourself up

TJje wood alcohol used In the Unit­ 
ed «States Is obfnlncMl chiefly from the 
destructive distillation of wood—Imnl 
wood, birch, maple, oak. elm and alder 
being those roost frequently ujumI. The 
chief uses to which It I* put an* for 
the denaturing of grain aleohol; for 
varlons purpose# to lines of common 
manufacture (especially as a* solvent 
in the preparation of shellnc. varnish, 
dyes, etc.); a* an ingredient to tasfl- 
leal and phnrtuacenlleal preparations; 
to the dientfoat industries and ns a 
fuel «nd lllumlnsnt. Only within re 
cent years has wood alcohol become 
so dangerous to life and sight.

He slowly throws 
the weight of his body forward, and 
thus presses upon the thorax of the 
subject und forces air out of th« 
lungs; he then gradually relaxes the 
pressure by bringing hla body up 
again but without removing his hands.
